In ſpeaking to theſe Words, I ſhall apply 
my ſelf to the Duty of this Day, and will 


enquire, 


Firſt, What is meant by this Expreſſion, 
Let the peace of God rule in your hearts. 


Secondly, What it 1s to be thankful. 


Peace is a Word of a very large Extent ; all 
God's Bleſſings are folded up in that ſweet 
Name : It ſignifies all che cemporal, all the fpi- 
ritual, and all the eternal Gqod we can either 
expect or defire. 

Now that Peace which the Apoltle here re- 
commends, is ſuch. an one as 1s joined with 
Righteouſneſs, with Truch, with Love, and 
Charity. If this Peace rule im our H earls, 1t 
will decide all our Differences, compoſe all 
our Quarrels, and heal all our Wounds; it 
will work us all into order, and-make us chear- 


| ful under all irs Gommands, both to God and 


Man. Thus /et the Peace of God rule in your 
Hearts. 

| Were ir once bur truly and fincerely fixed 
there, it would rule our Words into a milder 


key, and our Actions into a ſmoother dreſs.

We ſhould hear no Whiſpers againſt the pre- 
ſenr auſpicious Government of great Cſar ; 
no fergned ſealoufies of a Commonwealth co- 
ming 1n ; no talk of an abſolute unbounded 
Monarchy ; no canting of fad Times, when 
we mult have ken and felt much worſe, had 
not God himſelt interposd, reſcud, and deli- 
verd us. It were much to be wiſhd, that 
our Magiſtrates would take eftectual Care, to 
ſuppreſs and hinder the printing of Libels, and 
all ſuch Books, and Pamphlets, as tend co no 
other end, but to amuſe the People, to dit- 
{wade them from admiring and adoring the beſt 
of Princes, to rail at the preſent Government, 
and keep them in perpetual Diſconrencs, and 
hinder them from KReunio:1 wich the Church. 
Theſe cannot be the Words of ſuch as ſeek the 
Peace of Son, or pray for the Peace of Feruſa- 
lem, or wiſh well to their native Country. 
But if we ſtand upon PunCEtilios, and will 
not pray but in our own Words ; will not 
worſhip God, unleſs we may do it in what 
form we liſt our ſelves ; will quit che Church, 
rather than our Humour, we cannot be ſaid to 
furcher, but ditlurb the Peace both of Church 
and State. 
B 2 The 
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The Apoſtle beſeeches us, Cv/. 3. 12,13. 
to be tender and compaſhonate , meek and 
humble, patient and long-ſuffering, forbearing 
and forgiving one another : If any man have a 
quarrel againſt any, even as Chriſt forgave you, 0 
alſo do ze. O moſt admirable and divine Ex- 
hortation |! 

As if he had faid, I aſſure you, my beloyed 
Coloſſians, that theſe Vertues and Graces are the 
beſt Symptoms, and the beſt Expreſſions, ot 
the Peace of God ruling in your Hearts. 

The Looks of Peace are mild and chearful, 
her Words ſmooth and gentle, her Hands ſoft 
and merciful , always ſtrerchd out to receive 
and embrace thoſe who are ready to come in. 
Now as we are to live peaceably one with ano- 
cher, fo we arc to be thankful for all thoſe 
Bleſſings God hath beſtowed upon this Church 
and People. | 

Tis a Duty 'that now lies upon us ; for 


well becometh the Fuſt to be thankful, Pial. 3 3. 1. 


I cannot direct: you to any thing more beco- 
ming us, in regard of the Mercies mentioned 
in the Text: The Peace of God, and the calling 
us tO it in one body. Hach of them fo ample 


Subjects for our Gratitude, that we cannot 
thew 
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ſhew thankfulneſs enough for either. Peace 
Abroad and at Home too ! This is fo great a 
Bleſling, that no one thing 1s more pleaſant to 
be feen, more beautiful to be defired, or more 
profitable to be enjoyed. 

But what ſhall we fay to thoſe Remarkable 
Inſtances of God's Mercy and Goodnels to us, 
in preſerving this Church and Nation from the 
black Deſigns, and barbarous Conſpiracies of 
bloody-minded Men. 

| On November the 5th. 92 Years ago, when 
| the fatal Tragedy of the Gun-powder "Treaſon 
was to be acted by the Papiſts; all the black 
Scenes of Ruine, of Miſery, and Death, be- 
ing all fitred and prepared ; that then, when 
the Funeral of King and Parliament, of Church 
and State, was to be conſummated in a fiery 
Cloud ; that then, when the fatal Minutes 
were haſtening on to an amazing, dreadful Pe- 
riod : That God ſhould at that momenr of 
Time, when there was none could fave or help 
us ; that he ſhould come down to reſcue and 
deliver us!

2. In preſerving His ys molt Sacred 
Perſon from the barbarous Confpiraciesof bloo- 
dy-minded Traitors ; and, from all the Perils, 
the Dangers, the various kinds of Deaths, he 
has for our ſakes been expoſed to.

Laſtly, With Raptures-of Joy to dwell a 
while in the pleaſant Contemplation of an Ho- 
nourable Peace. | 

Much might be ſaid -of his Wiſdom, his 
Valour, his CunduCt, and particularly of his 
Clemency to his Enemies. - Theſe all deſerye 


Hymns and Praiſes ; we ought to be telling 


them from Day to Day. 

Again, To be thankful indeed, is to ſhew it 
by our Lives and Actions, to preſent our ſelves, 
and all that 1s ours, to the Service and Worſhip 
of God ; to offer up our Souls and Bodies, and 
what 
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what elſe is ours, as Peace-offerings, and Sa- 
crifices of Thankſgiving ; neyer to fear we can 
do too much, never to hope we can do enough, 
for what God has done for us; in thus rein- 
ſtating us in our Religion, and in all other our 
Rights and Privileges. 

He hath finiſhd our Wars, and reſtored 
our moſt Rightful and Lawful King, with 
the Triumphs and Hoſanna's of a Peace-maker. 
Bleſſed be he that thus cometh ro us in the 
Name of the Lord ; be we thankful untohim, 
and ler us ſpeak good of his Name for eyer and 
ever. 

Thus much for thoſe Words, Ly the Peace 
of God rule im your Hearts; it follows, to the 
which ye are called in one body, and be ye thankful : 
We are called im one body, How ? By Signs and 
Wonders; by a miraculous Power : Surely 
chere wanted but a Step between Us and Death. 
All the Devices and Engines of our Enemies 
were all fitted, and almolt finiſhd ; ready (as 
they themſelves boaſted; either for our Conver- 
ſion, or Confuſton. Now we who ſhould 
have ſ.iffered and dyd, or have been murderd 
tor the ſame Cauſe, are thus unexpectedly deii- 
vered, and call d znto one body, let us ſtudy tow 
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to keep in one 3 how to love, relieve, and al- 
ſift each other. Among the Saints and Angels 
there are no Jarrs, or Diſcords; Peace dwells 
for ever there : and ſecing God has, - of his in- 
finite Mercy and Goodneſs calld us to ir, I 
hope we will bethink our ſelves, and walk 
worthy of it. 

If we once fall into our old Diviſions, our 
very Hopes of a Recovery of Peace and Union 
are lot in a mometn. 

If by falling into ſeveral Parties, we {et open 
the Flood-gates to a Deluge of Miſery and Con- 
fuſion, it may juſtly be faid of us, We did 
not underſtand the things that made for our 
Peace, bur betray d and ruind one another. 

The Day-ſ(tar of our Peace and Proſperity 
ſhmes now from Ealt to Welt, from North to 
South : Like Lightning in a moment of Titne, 
Fame has wingd great Wi//tams Name through- 
out the Wortd. 

Before his long wiſh d-for Arrival here, a- 
boye Nine Years ago, there was. nothing bur 
Scenes of Sorrow, of Slavery, and- Death be- 
fore our Eyes. Now that he is come, has 
repaird our Breaches , ſcatter d our Enemues , 
fought our Bartels, and finiſhd all with a glo-

rious Peace : See ! all chings begin to ſpring 
and revive, to bloom and flouriſh afreſh ! Na- 
ture puts on a pleating Smile ! Even the dull 
and mcjancholy Sou] looks gay and cheartul ! 
Where ever this mighty Prince comes, how 
joyfally is he received ! how ſplendidly enter- 
rained ! The Eyes of all the World are now 
with admiration fixd on him. Sce ! his Ene- 
mies are al! ſtruck with Fear and Terror, his 
Friends all tranſported with Joy and Won- 
der. 

We are all now like Trees planted by the Ri- 
yers of Waters, which ſhould bring torth their 
Fruits in due feaſon : And will we, after all 
this, tear oft our ſelves by pieces into more Con- 
fuſions? Who hath bewitched us, that we 
ſhould think of doing this ? 

IF, after all this, we reflect a little upon our 
ſelves, how happily we were call d, who a lit- 
tle before ſeemd caſt away; calld into one 
Proteſtant Church, deteſting Superſticion and 
Idolatry ; into one happy Government, abhor- 
ring all arbitrary Power, Oppreſſion, and Ty- 
ranny ; called then, when we ſcarce had any 
Names, but Traitor, Heretick, or Rebel, to 
be calld by. We Proteſtants were the inno- 
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cent Sheep, whom the Prieſts and Jeſuites had 
mark'd out for Slavery or Death. 

Indeed, to fay the truth, we had by our Sins 
delery'd to undergoe and ſuffer all that Miſery 
that was then breaking in upon us. That God 
ſhould, notwithſtanding this, have Compal- 
ſlon upon us, who fo little deſeryd it ! Oh! 
what can we look upon this to be, but the cal- 
ling us out of Duſt and Death, to an anticipa- 
red Reſurrection ? 

Here we cannot chooſe buc admire at the 
eternal Mercy and Goodaeſs of God, crying 
out, Lord! what ts man, that thou art mindful of 
him? Or what are we, that thou ſhould(t 
thus reſcue and deliyer us ? 

And can we fo far forget our ſelyes, as to 
unwind and unravel all our Happineſs, by be- 
ing divided again ? Does nor the Miſchiefs 
and Miſeries we have already ſufterd, make us 
ſenſible of all the Arts and Contrivances the 


Papiſts have uſed, to exaſperate and ſet us one 


againſt another ? Are the Companies of ar- 
med Roman Catholicks, of deſperate bloody- 
minded Iriſh-men, ſo bleſſed a Sight within our 
Quarters and our Houſes, that we now ſeem 
to murmur and complain ? If we are pleaſed 
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with theſe things, why then God indeed has 
done us an Injury, to ſcatter and infatuate fo 
dangerous an Enemy, to ceaſe our Oppreſlions 
and Perſecutions, to bring home Peace and 
Safety to our Doors ;. and we do as good as tell 
him thus, whilſt we either run our ſelves in- 
to new Diviſions, raiſe them or continue them. 
Oh how unthanktful, miſerably unthankful, 
muſt we needs be, as well as fooliſh and incon: 
{1derate, if we thus contemn and throw away 
our Peace and Happineſs ! 

And ſhall we add Ingratitude to the vaſt bulk 
of our other notorious V ices ! O God forbid. 
And yet this we ſhall do, if we oppoſe that 
Peace and Happineſs which Heayen it ſelf now 
tenders and offers to vs by the hand of our 
moſt gracious King. Now what can be more 
anſwerable to the Peace of God beſtowed upon 
us with our Enemies abroad, than a firm bond 
of Peace and Union with our Brethren at 
home ? He that returns not this, returns no- 
thing to God for all that he has wrought and 
done for us. 

How can he be at Peace with God whom he has 
not ſeen, that will not be at Peace with bis Brother 
whom he has ſeen 2 He that ſaith he loveth Gul, 
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and bateth bis Brother, is a Liar ; hereby ſhall all 
men know that ye are the Friends and Followers of 
Chriſt, tf ye love one another. 

'f'o draw to a Concluſton : The redeeming 
us out of Miſery and Slavery, the ſcattering of 
our Enemies, the preſervation of His Majelty's 
Sacred Perſon trom all the Conſpiracies, rhe 
Dangers, and Deaths he has been exposd to at 
home and abroad, the happy End of the War, 
and the welcome Bleſſings of an Honourable 
Peace, theſe are all of no worth or value in 
our Judgments or Opinions, if we be not hence- 
forth more Righteous towards God, more Loy- 
al cowards our King, and more- Loving and 
Charitable one towards another, than eyer we 
yet have been. 

And now if ye have any reſpect to the Righ- 
reous Judge of all the World, if any Confide- 
ration of Gods Goodneſs, if any Love to U- 
nicy, 1f any kind of Gratitude for the Mecies 
you have receiyed from Heayen, or would be 
gracious in the yes of a merciful Father ; ler 
the Meekneſs of Chriſtians, the Endearments 
of Gods Kindneſs, the Reaſonableneſs of Gra- 
titude, and the Hopes of God's Fayour, en- 
g28e us all, co the utmoſt of our Power, to 
: promote 
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promote Peace, and Charity, and Union a- 
mongſt our ſelves: And may that God who 
calls us to it, work it in us, that we may all 
with one Heart and one Mouth return him 
Thanks, for his Mercy endureth for ever ; and let 
all the People ſing with King David, Bleſs ye 
the Lord, praiſe him, for bis Mercy endureth for 
ever. And let us now beg, that the God of 
Peace and Holineſs would fanEtifie eyery one 
of us in Body, Soul, and Spirit, that we may 
be kept blameleſs tro the Coming of our Lord 
and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt.
